COURT SETTLES 
MINOR BUSINESS 


Because the load of wood he was 
hauling from Fayetteville 
to 
the 
paper mills at Spring Grove, June 
19, was 
eight pounds 
too heavy, 
Robert Renfrew, near Fayetteville, 
was ordered to pay a fine of $50 and 
the costs of the case by Judge W. 
C. Sheely in court here this morn­ 
ing. 
Renfrew had been arrested 
by 
Patrolman George S. Harleman, of 
the local sub-station of the state 
highway patrol, after his load was 
found to be 1.308 pounds over the 
limit allowed by the registration of 
his truck. 
The state law allows 
a weight ten per cent in excess of 
that maximum before prosecutions i 
are brought, although whenever a 
load is found to exceed the registra­ 
tion weight, the driver is forced to 
unload to the legal tonnage. 
Taken

Justice 
of

Peace John H. Basehore at the time 
cf his arrest, Renfrew 
waived 
a 
hearing and took the case to court ! 
for the decision of Judge Sheely. 
Censures Truck Driver 
On the witness stand this morning 
Renfrew admitted that when the 
truck was first weighed at the Wolf 
warehouse on North Stratton street 
it exceeded the IO per cent allow­ 
ance by eight pounds. After unload­ 
ing down to 13.020 pounds he pro­ 
ceeded to his destination where he 
declared scales showed the weight of 
his truck and load to be only 12.915 
pounds, or 106 pounds less than that 
recorded here. 
At the conclusion of the hearing 
he was adjudged guilty by Judge 
Sheely and ordered to pay the fine. 
In announcing his decision Judge 
Sheely censured truck drivers for 
taking advantage of the “break” giv­ 
en them by the state law in not de­ 
manding prosecutions when the load 
is within the 10-per cent limit. The 
court granted the petition of J. 
Donald Swope, 
Esq , counsel 
for 
Renfrew, asking that a respite be 
ordered on the forfeiture of the $125 
cash bail posted at the time of his 
arrest by Renfrew.

having stopped and weighed Ren­ 
frew's load several days prior to the 
time of the arrest and finding it 
within 18 pounds of being in ex­ 
cess of the IO per cent margin.

was found several days later and the

brought.

FRANCO SPEEDS 
FASCIST DRIVE 
TOWARD MADRID 


Four Columns West 
Of Capital Move 
Too Fast for 
Artillery. 


By Elmer AV. Peterson 
(Copyright 1936, Ily Associated Press) 
W ith Insurgent Armies. Sept. 21 
<By Courier)—Four columns of fas­ 
cist troo'js under Gen. F rancisco1 
Franco, advancing toward M adrid 
too fast fur their artillery units to 
keep up with them. Friday were only 
sixty miles from the Spanish capital. 
Traveling from T&lavcra de Roina, 
this correspondent passed at least a 
hundred bodies of government fight­ 
ers lying in the fields, where they 
died In their vain attem pts to halt I 
the insurgent advance. 
At Otero, a tiny village off the 
highway between T alavera and Ma- 
queda, the rear guard of trained and 
disciplined Moroccan troops w.is po­ 
licing the streets. 
Led by Jose Sainz, form er Stuyve­ 
sant high school student in New 
York, the fascist m ilitiam en drove 
their front lines several miles nearer 
Madrid from Otero. 
The m achine gunners of Franco's 
forces charged 
retreating 
govern­ 
m ent 
militiam en. 
The 
attackers I 
carried their m achine guns in their , 
hands and used them on the run. 
They would fire one clip, then pick 
up the machine gun and run forward 1 
several hundred yards to a now* posi­ 
tion, halt and fire another clip. 
R etreat Two Allies 
The governm ent m ilitiam en and 
civil guardsmen retreated a full two 
miles during the alternoon. leaving 
half a hundred dead behind them. 
Maqueda. only ten miles ahead of 
the charging fascists, is an im por­ 
tan t Junction of two highways—one 
leading to M adrid and the other into 
Toledo, to the south. 
Tile fascist leaders would not say 
whether they planned to send one of 
their four columns into Toledo to 
rescue their comrades in the be­ 
sieged citadel, the Alcazar, dynam it­ 
ed by the government. 
Today’s fighting took place In a 
driving rain with th e insurgents 
pushing their advance over low san­ 
dy hills on the south side of the 
highway. 
Six 
governm ent 
planes 
roared 
overhead appearing interm ittently 
through the low-hanging clouds. 
Occasionally 
they 
would 
drop 
bombs on the fascist columns. 
Not far from where this corre­ 
spondent stood, tons of sandy soil 
spurted skyward between olive trees 
among which a bomb landed. 
Like most of the aerial projectiles 
it failed to h it its target, since the 
insurgent troops were deployed into 
a thin and constantly moving line.

New York, Sept. 21 (AP) .—Assert­ 
ing th at one reason for th e conven­ 
tion of Holy Name societies was “to 
keep God in our national life,” for­ 
mer Gov. Alfred E. Sm ith said Sun­ 
day, “I don’t see w hat we’re going 
to do without Him.” 
Speaking before a group of C ath­ 
olics. estim ated officially a t 110,000, 
from all parts of the country In the 
closing session of the convention at 
Randall’s 
Island 
stadium , 
Sm ith 
added: 
“I don’t see any solution of our 
problems. I don’t see where we ex­ 
pect to get without Him, 
W ithout 
Him we’re going to face chaos, revo­ 
lution, disorder and eventually com­ 
plete and utter ruin. 
“Look a t R ussia!” 
“Look at Russia. Spain and Mexi­ 
co, where civilization has been set 
at 
naught—because 
w ithout 
God 
there can be no civilization. 
W hat 
have we? 
We have the cavem an’s 
law—the law of the sharpest tooth, 
the law of the angry growl, and the 
law of the greedy maw.” 
“Aside from paying reverence to 
the Holy Name, this convention has 
another purpose,” the form er gover­ 
nor said in opening his address, 
which was broadcast. 
“One hundred thousand men as­ 
sembled here Sunday, representing 
more than two and one-half million 
members of our order, challenge the 
theory th a t religion is individual mid 
not social. 
Challenge Cited 
“They further challenge the idea 
that it should not intrude into the 
social, political and economic life of 
the nation. 
“They further challenge the th e­ 
ory th at it m akes no difference what 
you are as long as you keep it to 
yourself. 
Now. unless we challenge 
these theories the entire social fab­ 
ric will be divorced from ail moral 
and ethical relations, and its guid­ 
ing principle will be one of expedi­ 
ency. 
“Tile nam e of God will stand for 
something am ong individuals, but it 
will mean nothing in our social and 
national life. . . . Let us therefore 
on 
behalf 
of 
the 
two 
and 
a 
half million men we represent, de­ 


clare th a t we will keep God in our 
life; and let us further resolve th a t 
as the Holy Name Society we consti­ 
tute ourselves as the shock troops in 
the very forefront of an army th a t’s 
determ ined to keep God in the life 
of this nation. 
Cardinal Speaks 
Sm ith was introduced by Byrnes 
MacDonald, deputy police commis­ 
sioner, on behalf of Mayor F. H. La- 
Guardia. After a speech by Patrick 
Cardinal Hayes, the Most Rev. Am­ 
id o Giovanni Cicognani, apostolic 
delegate to th e U nited States, de­ 
livered the benediction, which con­ 
cluded the conference. 
Declaring the allegiance of the so- 
cities to Pope Pius XI, the Cardinal 
explained: “W hat a fearless leader 
he has been! 
W hat efforts he has 
made, not only for his own children 
but for all m ankind.”
